No more feathers can enter Grtal 


Britain now that the plumage pro- 
hibition 6111 Is In force. Women wb* 
have feathers In their hata are the 
envy of their friends and osprey feath- 
ers, bird of pnradise plumes, and all 
kinds ot fans will shortly be worth 
their weight In Ore-pound notes. Af- 
rican ostriches and elder ducks are the 
only exceptions to the law, as the 
plumage of both species can be ob- 
tained without cruelty while they are 
moulting. The new law doet not ap- 
ply to passengers coming Into the coun- 
try with feathers as part of their per- 
sonal npparel. Birds ot paradl»e re- 
cently liave been killed at the rate ot 
30,000 n jear In full breeding plumage, 
and us many as .100,000 albatrosses 
were killed in one raid In the Pacific. 
Florida has been swept *clean of 
egrets, whole colonies of theae blrflt 
liaring been butchered at the breeding 
season to obtain the feathers some- 
times known as "oSpreys."

Wakti Old Georgetown Memories. 
Many tales are told of the boats 


which put Into port and It is said that 
when Spllrnan sailed from Jamestown 
IB the pinnace Tiger many years he- 
fore to trade with the Indians for 
corn, that Cnpt. Henry Fleetc, who 
was among thoso to land, wns cajptured 
and held. He learned 
the 
Indian 


language and almost entirely forgot 
hls^own. I.nler he was ransomed and 
taken to England.' There he told many 
wonderful stories and In writing of thp 
Upper Potomac said "it aboundeth with 
all manner of fNi. The Indians In one 
night will catch thirty sturgeons in a 
place of the river not above twelve 
fathoms broad. And ns for deer, buf- 
falo, hears, turkeys, 
tin- woods do 


swarm with them and the soil is ex- 
ceedingly fertile." 


The spot where the sturgeons were 


caught ha1? since been identified as the 
stone house and mill built about the 
end of the eighteenth century hy Amos 
Claud; the mill is now known as Ends 
mill. Georg« Washington was said to 
be exceedingly1 fond of ft>h, and fish- 
Ing was one of bis pastimes; In a let- 
ter he has said he "went a-dragglng 
for Sturgeon frequently." 


A Buoy Little Town. 


Had one stood where the north abut- 


ment of the new bridge now towers, in 
those early days, he would have looked 
over the old ''business "section"; on 
"Brown's bakehouse" on Water street, 
"John Lawrence's skin dressing" 0:1

The new structure is of re-enforced 


I concrete, having seven graceful spans. 
| The work is being carried on under

always, the Potomnc must be bridged, 
and now, in place of the old and 
patient ferry,

solemn procession which carries the 
nation's hero dead to their last rest- 
Ing place at Arlington will pass over 
this new Georgetown bridge, the west- 
ern gateway to the south.

America. 


A man calling himself a Chaldean 


priest called on the rector, of the 
American church In Avenue George V, 
and vasked 
for 
a 
subscription 
to 


help on the work of protecting perse- 
cuted Chaldean Chrlstlnnt. The rec- 
tor wished to be rather more certain 
of his visitor's identity, but when the 
latter showed him letters signed by 
eminent American clergymen hi* sus- 
picions were dispelled and he gave the 
man a subscription. 


A few days afterward an Individual 


who stated, that he was a Catholic 
prle»t called on the rector and de- 
clared that the Chaldean was obtain- 
ing money fraudulently. 
The matter 


was placed In the hands of the po- 
lice, who were not altogether satisfied 
with the statements of the self-styled 
Catholic priest, and when they arrest- 
erf the Chaldean they confronted the 
two men. 


An amusing scene, followed, in the 


course of which it 
transpired that 


both men were, Chaldeans and both 
had for years been engaged in a wide- 
spread fraud, then co-operation ending 
in one denouncing the other because 
he owed him som* 2,000 franc?. 


There were many other men, nil ap- 


parently Syrians or Chaldeans, en- 
gaged in the scheme. 
They worked in 


pairs, mainly in the United States, 
and in order to gain the confidence 
of their victims they obtained letters 
from prominent clergymen on any sub- 
ject, afterward carefully erasing by a 
special process the whole of thp letter 
except the signature. 
They then re- 


wrote the letters to suit their own 
ends, nnd the authenticity nf the rec- 
ommendations was seldom questioned, 
an It was obvious that the signatures 
were genuine.

What signs had the value of "P" and

human patience, a genius for divin- 
ation was called for.

pearing on a monument to Cleopatra. 
But this was' only one step forward, 
as Egyptian writing; was composed of 
alphabetical character*, syllabic sign* 
and Ideographic as well as determin- 
ative symbols.

In Silurian times an air-breathing 


life was forced on many creatures.

tato Salad.—Take

Make a French dressing of oil and 
vinepar and let the fish and potato 
stand in it for an hour.

bine the fish, potato and pile the mix- 
ture upon the platter, surrounded with 
shredded cabbage mixed with a salad 
dressing. Sprmkle with chopped green 
peppers and garnish with whole her- 
ring. 


Turban of Smoked Salmon.—Tnke 


one and one-fourth cupfuls of Jiiinced 
smoked salmon, three-fourths of a cup- 
ful of soft brend crumbs, four table- 
spoonfuls of butter, pepper, two eggs, 
one tablespoonfnl of minced" parsley 
and a few drops of onion juice. Soak 
the salmon to remove the excess of 
salt, then mince fine. Cook the crumbs 
and milk together to a smooth paste, 
add butter, parsle.r and a few drops 
of ouion juice and turn over the fish. 
Beat the egg yolks, add to the mixture 
and fold in the stiffly beaten whites. 
Turn into a ring mold, surround by 
boiling water and bake until firm, 
about twenty-five minutes. Unfold and 
fill the center with well-seasoned string 
beans t«nd serve with a cream or egg 
Kauce. 


Fiih Batter Cakes.—Take one-half 


cupful of shredded codfish, one cupful 
of pastry flour, two-thirds of a cupful 
of v.ater, tvtc «-«: yoiJcvone-fcalf table- 
spoonful of melted butter and two ess 
whites. 
Freshen the fish. Put the 


flour into a bowl, add the water, grad- 
ually beating well, then the codfish. 
Beat the yolks, add, then add the 
stiffly beaten whites. Add the melted 
butter and drop by tablespoonfuls in- 
to hot, fat. Have the fat hot enough 
to brown a cube of bread In sixty sec- 
onds.
